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•  RINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND  has  been  justly  desipnated  the  "Garden  of  Canada."  The  landscape  is  sufficiently  undulating  to  relieve  it  fiom  the 
I  [  tJ  )  monotony  of  the  prairie,  while  l)ays  and  winding  estuaries,  with  their  placid  waters  and  varied  banks,  abound,  and  together  with  veidant  slopes, 
luxuriously  waving  grain  fields  and  handsome  residences,  make  up  a  scenery  imposing  and  picturesque.  The  waters  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  are 
almost  as  salt  as  those  of  the  ocean  itself,  and  the  excessive  heat  of  summer  is  tempered  by  breezes  laden  with  the  pure  sweet  taste  of  the  sea.  Fifty 
miles  and  more  of  white  driften  sand-hills  skirt  the  north  side  of  the  Island.  The  clear  waters  of  the  Gulf  that  roll  and  break  in  white  foaming  surf  over  the 
smooth  broad  beach,  beaten  hard  by  the  continuous  action  of  the  waves,  furnish  bathing  facilities  acknowledged  to  be  unequalled  on  the  continent.  V/hen  there 
is  added  to  these  attractive  features  a  summer  climate  delightfully  free  from  chilling  fog  and  excessive  heat;  and  the  important  fact  is  also  noted  thai  "the  wing 
of  life's  best  angel,  Health,  is  ever  on  the  breeze,"  a  few  of  the  many  attractive  features  "f  this  fair  Province  have  been  enumerated.

CHARLOTTETOWN,  the  Capital  of  this  fair  and  fertile  Province,  is  beautiful  for  situation.  The  streets  are  wide,  and  laid  out  at  right  anples,  many 
of  them  adorned  with  beautiful  shade  trees.  The  public  Squares,  beautitied  with  flowering  plants  and  well-arranged  walks,  are  surrounded  by  imposing  public 
buildings  and  beautiful  private  residences.  Close  to  its  splendid  and  widely-known  Market  are  the  Post  Olhce,  the  Provincial  Building  and  the  Law  Courts, 
substantial  and  handsome  buildings  that  would  do  honor  to  larger  cities.  These  buildings  are  situated  in  Queen  Square  Gardens — a  delightful  and  beautiful  spot — 
whose  flowers,  fountain  and  other  attractions  are  arranged  to  produce  the  most  pleasing  effect.  From  the  roof  of  the  Provincial  Building  a  charming  view  of  the 
city  and  its  sutrcindings  may  be  obtained.  On  a  clear  day  the  shores  of  the  mainland,  forty  miles  distant,  can  be  distinctly  seen.  Nearer  at  hand,  a  view  of  the 
splendid  — and  almost  land-locked  -  harbor,  the  three  broad  rivers  that  merge  into  Hillsborough  Bay,  v/ith  ornamental  woods  and  fertile  field.'!  stretching  away  to 
the  horizon,  present  "a  fair  and  lovely  scene."  Beautiful  drives,  through  "English-like  scenery,"  lie  in  all  directions  around  the  Capital,  and  railroad  and 
steamers  furnish  daily  facilities  for  most  pleasant  excursions  to  the  many  points  of  interest  in  the  "Garden  of  British  North  America."

.ETHODISM  in  Prince  Edward  Island  dates  from  1774.  On  the  31.t  day  of  May  in  that  year,  Mr.  Benjamin  Chappell  and  h.s  wife  reached  th-.s 
Province  -  then  known  as  the  Island  of  St.  John's  and  settled  in  New  London,  on  the  North  side  of  the  Is.,  nd.  In  October,  1778,  they  removed 
to  Charlottetown  and  "set  in  motion  a  train  of  measures"  that  resulted  in  the  introduction  and  organization  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Mr. 
Chappell  was  born  in  London,  England,  ,n  1740,  and  was  the  son  of  worthy  and  God-fearing  pare,  ts.  Mr.  Wes'.ey-under  whose  ministry  he  war 
mTntions  him  with  respect  in  the  fourth  volume  of  his  Journal,  anu  maintained  a  correspondence  with  him  to  the  end  of  his  life.  In  his  later  years 
Mr.  Chapped  was  wont  to  repeat  with  apparent  delight  incident,  arising  frcm  his  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  Founder  of  Methodism,  and  extracts  from  letters 
received  from  him  bearing  upon  the  progress  of  the  work  of  God  in  this  colony.  Mr.  Chappell  was  a  man  of  integrity  and  considerable  ability.  In  779  he  vva 
elected  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  "and  after  having  been  engaged  in  several  departments  of  the  public  service,"  was  in  1802  appointed  Postmaste 
of  the  colony"  -which  position  he  held  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  From  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  the  colony,  he  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  spiritual 
destitution  of  the  inhabitants,  and  at  once  organised  th-  distinctive  and  peculiar  services  of  Methodism-which  without  interruption  have  been  continued  to  the 
present  time.  This  godly  and  devoted  man  ended  his  jou.ney  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  I82S,  in  the  83rd  year  of  his  age.  The  late  Rev.  Dr^Richey,  who 
visaed  him  in  1823.  referred  to  him,  when  "  bending  over  the  tomb  under  the  accumulated  infirmities  of  extreme  old  age,"  as  remarkably  clear  and  collected  in 
mind-  ready  after  a  life  of  irreproachable  godliness,  to  be  offered  up;  and  awaiting  not  only  without  fear,  but  in  joyful  anticipation  the  hour  cf  '..s  departure  from 
earth.'"  "  And  I  ieard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying,  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lora  fom  henceforth:  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest

THE   SUNDAY   SCHOOL. 

In  the  year  1820  Mr.  Walter  .Johnson,  of  Scotland,  arrived  in  the  colony,  and  spent  a  year  "  with  a  design  to  establish  Sabbath  Schools,  and  investigate 
the  reli,,ious  interests  of  the  country."     He  records  that  "the  single  Sunday  School  in  existence,"  on  his  arrival,    "  was  that  of  the  Methodists  at  Charlottetown, 
and  that  his  most  ready  helpers  in  his  work  belonged  to  the  Methodist  Communion.  ,„„,„.,,        ,u  ,1.1,    c.  .  c:„„.i,„ 

As  early  as  1737  John  Wesley  gathered  the  children  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  for  religious  instruction,  and  in  1786  Bishop  Asbury  organized  the  first  Sunday 
School  in  America.  The  early  Me.hodists  in  Charlottetown  were  "  baptized  by  the  same  spirit,  and  believed  the  same  things."  They  availed  themselves  of  every 
means  which  could  prcmote  the  «crk  th.y  had  under' aker.-the  spread  of  scriptural  holiness  throughout  the  land-and  ""tably  adopted  '•;,^f -^^jfj,^;"  ,  J^^^^^ 
appreciated  the  great  importance  of  the  Christian  education  of  the  young,  and  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  Sabbath  to  "teach  the  Word,"  and  to  train  the  children  in 
"the  nurture  and  admonition  01  the  Lord."  And  as  a  result,  in  all  the  history  of  the  church  the  Sunday  School  has  been  an  active  and  energetic  department  of  work, 
putting  its  stamp  of  Christian  beauty  and  blessing  upon  the  children,  and  teaching  lessons  of  love  ard  gentleness  which  have  filled  the  homes  of  the  congregation 
wh  happiness  sweetness  and  s.ng  The  school  is  at  present  large,  prosperous,  and  well  organized^having  a  staff  o.^  52  ofBcers  and  teachers,  and  "7  -ho^rs  in 
it,  three  departments.  John  A.  Moore,  Esq.,  and  James  Paton,  Esq.,  are  the  efficiem  Superintendents,  and  under  their  able  management  the  School 
is  doing  a  grand  work  in  assisting  to  train  the  children  of  the  church,  and  in  scattering  seeds  of  blessings  in  the  homes  of  the  congregation. 

CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

The  First  Church  has  from  its  organization  been  the  home  o5  men  and  women  "  full  ot  good  works  and  alms-deeds."  They  organized  Sunday  Schools, 
conducted  evangelistic  services  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  until  1871,  a  building  was  secured  and  a  cause  organized-which  has  since  developed  into  the  active
